Glenn was pronounced dead at 
St. Elizabeth Medical Center at 
8:25 a.m. Thursday of a single 
gunshot wound to the.abdomen, 
according to Madison County 
Coroner Investigator Ed Morton. 

Wise said that Glenn was 
found shot in the abdomen on 
the front porch of his home at 
11:39 p.m. Wednesday. Glenn 
was.taken. to SEMC by a Camp- 
bell’s ambulance. 

Police were interviewing wit- 
nesses to the shooting, Friday 
afternoon, Det. Sgt. Theo Adams

Our Vegetable List Continues! 
from the experts at 


ast Wednesday, we 

were listing the harvest 

times of various 

vegetables and ran out 

of space. Here's the rest 
of our list. 


Lettuce, Butterhead or Bibb. 


. Pick a few outer leaves while 


the plant is growing; then 
remove the entire head once it 
reaches an edible size. A 5 
~cream-colored center forms at 
maturity. 
Lettuce, Leaf. Pick leaves in 
the early morning once they 
become large enough to eat 
(usually 4-5"). Either remove 
the outer leaves.or harvest the 
entire plant. If a 1-inch stub is. 
léft, additional sprouts may 
appears ae 
Lettuce, Romaine. Remove the 
entire head or just a fewleaves 
as needed when they reach an 
edible size. 
Melons, Muskmelon, 
Cantaloupe and Honeydew. 
When very slight thumb 
pressure is applied, the stem 
of a ripe melon separatés 
easily from the fruit, leaving a 
clean depression. Ripe 
muskmelons have a tan-brown 
colored net. Store melons at 
36-40°F; they'll keep for 
approximately 15 days. 
pOnions. When onion tops start: 
to turn yellow, break them 
over. Dig onion bulbs after the 
tops have dried, and leave 
them outside for a day or two 
to dry. Then place them ina 
warm, dry, well-ventitated ~~ 
areas for 2 weeks to cure. 
Finally, store onion bulbs in a 
cool, moderatelymoistand —— 
well-ventilated area. Large, 
sweet onions don't keep as~ 
long as other types. 
Green Onions or Scallions. 
Pick when they reach an edible 
size. = x 
Parsnips. Dig roots after cool 
weather has enhanced their 
flavor, or supply mulch after 
the ground freezes and-harvest 
roots in the spring before new 
growth begins. 
Peas. Green: Pick when the 
pods become full and seeds 
are large enough to easily 
shell. Edible, podded: Pick 
once they become 1 1/2to3 


|_-inches-long;-harvest peas 


regularly to coax adi 
pods to form. 
Peppers. Pick as soon as they 
become an edible size. Some, 
not all, can be left on the bush 
to completely ripen. Most 
peppers become yellow or red 
at maturity. Harvest peppers 
often, so more will continue to 
form. Peppers remain fresh for 
10-15 days when stored at a 
temperature of 45-50°F. 
Potato. Starting about 2 feet 
from the plant's center, dig up 
tubers using a spading fork.

Harvest a few little potatoes 
early, and dig the main crop 
after the tp growth has died. 
Allow.the spuds to dry on the 
ground for 1-2 hours. Place in a 
dark, humid 55-60°F area for 1- 
2 weeks, and then move the 
potatoes to a dark, humid area 
with 40° room temperatures. 
Pumpkin. Pick once they 
develop a hard skin and solid 
color; harvest before a severe 
frost. 

Radish. Pull roots at various 
stages to make room for the 
remaining ones. 

Rhubarb. Remove stems after 
the roots have been in the 
ground 2 years. Cut off stalks 
and remove leaves. DO NOT 
EAT RHUBARB LEAVES! 
Rutabaga. Dig roots befor 
ground freezes. , 
Spinach. Pick outer leaves or 
cut the entire plant off about 3-) 
4 inches above the ground; the * 
remaining stub may form 
additional sprouts. 

Squash, Summer and - 
Zucchini. Pick summer squash 
while it is immature and tender 
(usually 24 inches long); keep 
squash picked to encourage 
additional ones totorm. 
Squash, Winter. Before frost 
occurs, harvest winter squash, 
leaving a3-inch stem attached 
to the fruit; ripe squash are 
solidly colored and have hard 
rinds.

Tomatoes. Pick when they are 
solidly-colored and Separate.

Turnip, Spring harvest. Dig 
when they reach 2-4 inches in 
diameter.

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| ‘Day cares ‘different’ businesses

In addition to stringent state 
licensing precedures, operators, 
of day cares are coming up ‘ 
against even tougher. local 
zoning ordinances when they 
seek permits. 

‘That's why two groups — one 
fepresenting day-care providers 
And the other representing 
business — have banded 
together — will jointly produce a 
zoning directory for family child 
care. 

‘The two groups are the 
Children’s: Home and Aid Society 
of Illinois and the Small 
Business Development Center at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

The directory will contain 
information on who to call; what 
‘ordinances apply and what to do 


for a day-care provider seeking 
a permit. 

“Tt will get them through the 
initial red tape,”’ said Jan 
Moenster, resource developer. for 


Moenster said that’s a 
distinction that municipal 
leaders need to recognize. 

“(Home-day cares) get 
lumped in with every other kind 


CHASIS. ~ ——ef-business,”-said Moenster. 


“Moenster said that surveys are 
being sent to 33-municipalities as 
well as the Madison and St. 
Clair County boards to get the 
information for :the directory. 

The surveys will also ask how 
officials feel about child-care 
services in their communities 
and how they gauge public 
reaction to day-care homes. 

Rick Russell, a business 
specialist with the Small 
Business Development Center, 
said that local zoning is a 
challenge for almost any. small 
business but seems to hit day 
cares particularly hard because 
they are a “different” kind of 
business. 


“I's not your typical business. — 


It’s more like a community 
service like your libraries or 
churches. It’s something every 
community needs.’” 


Russell said he is hopeful that 
the development of the directory 
will help raise the level of 
awareness of the need for 
in-home care as well as starting 
a discussion about the zoning 
issues surrounding them.
